TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
MIRFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  absence  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  Europe,  Dr.  McKinney,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Spenborough 
deputised. 

The  year  was  statistically  less  favourable  than  1945.  The 
Birth  Rate  fell  to  13.4  ;  Death  Rate  increased  to  14.2  and  Infantile 
Mortality  was  32  0.  The  last  figure  has  been  consistently  low  for 
four  years — 24.8  in  1943  ;  31  in  1944  ;  35.38  in  1945,  and  as  stated 
previously  32.0  in  1946. 

Scarlet  Fever  (17  cases)  and  Measles  (18  cases)  accounted 

/ 

for  35  of  the  42  cases  notified.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  no 
case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  throughout  the  year.  The 
menace  of  possible  infection  continues  and  pursuit  of  active 
measures  for  prevention  by  immunisation  remains  necessary. 

Since  Crossley  Isolation  Hospital  is  being  converted  to  a 
Maternity  Home,  persons  suffering  from  Infectious  Disease  will 
where  necessary  be  hospitalised  as  follows  : 

(a)  Cases  of  Diphtheria  to  Oakwell  Infectious  Disease 

Hospital,  Batley. 

(b)  All  other  Infectious  Diseases  to  Leeds  Road  Infectious 

Disease  Hospital,  Bradford.

A  ii  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Mirfield  is  a  busy  industrial  centre  and  local  industries  (woollen, 
cotton  mill)  absorb  all  workers  capable  of  industrial  employment. 
Several  factories  provide  canteen  facilities  and  clinics  with  nurses  and 
doctors  in  attendance.  Arrangements  were  considered  by  one 
company  re  the  establishment  of  Hostel  Accommodation  for 
immigrant  European  workers  and  advice  tendered  by  Officers  of  the 
Health  Department.  Overcrowding  is  prevalent,  most  houses  are 
without  bathrooms,  many  are  of  the  “  back  to  back  ”  type,  privies  are 
numerous,  soot  fall  is  high — all  factors  which  depress  hygienic 
standards. 

B  HEALTH  PROVISIONS. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  is  a  County  Council  function. 
Ante  and  Post  Natal,  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Ings 
Grove — the  property  of  the  local  authority.  The  centre  is  modern, 
well  maintained,  but  at  present  insufficient  accommodation  is  provided 
for  work  undertaken.  Arrangements  are  under  consideration  for 
early  extension  of  premises  under  the  County  Councils  Divisional 
Administration  of  Preventive  Medicine  Scheme. 

Conversion  of  the  Liversedge  and  Mi t field  Isolation  Hospital  to 
a  Maternity  Home  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  District  Nursing  Association  continues  to  provide  Midwives  for 
Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

Verminous  infestation  is  reported  principally  through  School 
Nurses ;  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medical  Officer 
locally,  which  facilitates  cleansing  of  cases  and  contacts.  There  is 
need  of  a  Cleansing  Centre  since  the  closure  of  Lower  Hopton  First 
Aid  Post. 

C  (i)  WATER. 

The  district  receives  the  bulk  of  its  supplies  from  Huddersfield 
Corporation.  The  supply  is  constant  and  direct  to  the  houses. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  seven  shallow  wells,  four 
springs  and  one  private  reservoir,  supplying  57  houses.  On  this  latter 
means  of  supply  51  houses  are  solely  and  6  houses  partly  dependent. 

Six  samples  (2  Chemical,  4  Bacteriological)  of  water  from  several 
springs,  etc.,  in  the  area  were  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
examination  and  were  reported  :  2  Chemical  satisfactory,  3  Bacterio¬ 
logical  satisfactory,  1  Bacteriological  doubtful.

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D  HOUSING. 

During  the  year  in  anticipation  of  the  erection  of  50  prefabricated 
bungalows,  a  points  system  was  devised,  the  applications  received  from 
small  families  of  a  size  suitable  to  occupy  a  bungalow  were  checked 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  all  574  applications  were  revised  and 
the  work  entailed  was  considerable.

From  the  above  results  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  412 
applications  outstanding  from  small  families  alone,  and  of  these  158 
are  living  in  lodgings. 

No  permanent  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  but  work  was  commenced  on  the  first  contract  of  84  houses. 

Overcrowding. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  overcrowding  was  determined  when 
investigating  applications  for  Council  Houses  from  small  families. 

During  the  coming  year  the  applications  for  houses  received  from 
larger  families  will  be  checked,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  further 
number  of  new  cases  of  overcrowding  will  be  found.

These  figures  include  children  immunised  by  arrangement  through 
the  County  Council’s  Scheme,  which  offers  immunisation  through 
private  Doctor  or  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  This  Clinic  is  held  on 
Fridays,  at  lngs  Grove.  The  Course  given  is  one  of  two  injections, 
spaced  at  an  interval  or  one  month. 

Diphtheria  is  a  grave  menace  to  the  life  and  health  of  a  child,  and  it 
must  clearly  be  realised  that  much  higher  percentage  of  immunisation 
in  the  pre-school  child  is  required  if  the  disease  is  to  be  eliminated. 

Tuberculosis. 

Seven  fresh  cases  were  notified  ;  6  Pulmonary  (3  Male,  3  Female) 
and  1  Non-Pulmonary  (l  Female).

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration 
my  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Conditions  appertaining 
to  your  district  for  the  year  1946. 

The  part  relating  to  the  Cleansing  Department  extends 
to  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  that  is  31st  March,  1947. 

The  year  was  the  first  full  year  after  the  war,  and  many 
post-war  difficulties  and  problems  were  encountered,  shortage 
of  building  materials  and  labour  caused  delay  in  remedying 
many  complaints  as  to  the  defective  condition  of  dwellinghouses. 
With  the  return  of  service  men  from  the  Forces  the  demand  for 
housing  accommodation  was  intensified.  During  the  year  work 
was  commenced  on  the  erection  of  50  Aluminium  Prefabricated 
Bungalows  and  34  permanent  type  houses.  A  points  scheme 
for  the  selection  of  suitable  tenants  for  the  temporary  bungalows 
was  devised  and  the  necessary  visits  of  inspection  occupied 
much  of  my  time. 

I  have  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year  and 
all  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  assistauce  and  co-operation 
at  all  times  which  has  been  greatly  appreciated.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Four  observations  were  made  during  the  year,  and  in  no  case 
was  there  an  excessive  emission  of  black  smoke. 

In  general  however,  there  is  room  for  a  good  deal  of  improvement 
in  the  emission  of  black  smoke  from  the  factory  chimneys  in  the  area. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  supply  of  fuel  will  in  the  near  future  be  improved 
in  quality,  and  that  in  addition  legislation  will  be  introduced  which 
will  enable  Local  Authorities  to  deal  more  effectively  with  the  whole 
problem  of  smoke  abatement.

FOOD  AND  DRUG  ACTS,  1938. 

By  arrangement  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  7  samples 
of  Milk  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drug  Acts,  1938 
during  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  only  one  sample  was 
reported  upon  adversely  by  the  Analyst,  the  remaining  6  samples 
being  reported  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Officers  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
submitted  85  samples  for  analysis  (one  of  which  was  reported  to  be 
adulterated)  and  15  samples  of  other  foodstuffs,  and  1  sample  of 
drugs  which  were  all  satisfactory. 

REGISTRATION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

{a)  Register  of  Ice  Premises : 

Three  Premises  are  Registered  for  the  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

( b )  Register  of  Food  (Preparation  and  Manufacture  Premises) : 

Twelve  Premises  are  Registered  for  the  Preparation  or 
Manufacture  of  Food  Products. 

Thirteen  are  Registered  for  the  Preservation  of  Fish  Cooking. 

These  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected  during  the  year, 
and  apart  from  minor  details,  there  has  been  no  serious  contravention 
of  the  Act,  during  the  year.  Sanitary  improvements  were  made 
during  the  year  to  two  cleansing  rooms  at  fish  frying  premises. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  number  of  Licensed  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District  is  7. 

Slaughtering  for  this  District  is  carried  out  at  the  Spenborough 
Abattoir  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
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RATS  &  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919 
INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 


A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  on  surveys  for 
Rat  Infestation  throughout  the  district  during  the  past  12  months. 
During  May,  1946,  the  first  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewage  was 
completed,  owing  to  pressure  of  work  and  inclement  weather  it  was 
not  possible  to  complete  the  second  maintenance  treatment  of  the 
sewers. 

In  all  274  manholes  were  baited  and  it  is  estimated  that  approx¬ 
imately  400  rats  were  destroyed.  In  addition  8  treatments  were 
carried  out  on  private  premises  with  satisfactory  results.  The  rat 
menace  would  appear  to  be  under  control  in  this  area.  We  are  very 
fortunate  in  that  little  or  no  trouble  is  experienced  at  tips  and 
sewerage  works. 

The  prolific  rate  of  breeding  among  rats,  however,  necessitates 
constant  efforts  for  their  destruction  being  maintained.  The  pro¬ 
cedure  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  is  being  carried  out, 
and  in  addition  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  W.  Popplewell, 
Foreman,  has  been  trained  in  the  approved  technique,  and  carried 
out  much  of  the  work.
